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The  Proposed  Contagious  Dh 
A<  i.— An  act  has  recently  been  drawn  np 
by  a  committee  of  the  American  Public 
Health  Association  appointed  for  thai  pur- 
.  which  is  intended  to  Becnre  uniform- 
ity in  enactments  concerning  contagions 
diseases  in  the  various  states  and  terri- 
tories. This  act  includes  the  venereal  dis- 
eases, but  does  not  license  prostitution. 
The  first  section  provides  that  anyone  who 
shall,  knowingly,  be  instrumental  in  com- 
municating any  contagions  disease  shall  be 
subject  to  six  months  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail.  The  Becond  section  provides 
that  any  person  who.  being  the  owner, 
agent,  or  occupant  of  any  house,  room,  or 
place,  having  cognizance  of  tie  tence 

of  any  contagion-  disease  among  its  in- 
mates, shall  fail  to  report  the  same  to  the 
proper  authorities,  shall  he  punished  by 
fine  an<l  imprisonment  or  both.  The  pen- 
alty of  ini!  ien1  for  failing  to  report 
contagion  i-  somewhat  of  an  innovation. 
The  question  aru  his  ad  cap  ib 
being  carried  out?  At  Hist  > i _r  1 1 1  there 
wouhl  seem  to  lie  many  difficulties  in  the 
way;  it  makes  every  I  indlord,  house  agent, 
or  room  holder  an  enforced  detective  and 
a  detective  under  circumstance  in  which 
sympathy  con  y  into  play,  and 
no  one  is  incline  tra  trouble 
gratuitously  for  the  '  of  the  general 
public.  However,  the  act  appeals  very 
strongly  to  the  selfishness  of  the  av< 


human  being.  Landlords,  agents,  I  tc.are 
often  at  war  with  former  tenants,  and  the 
latter  would  be  very  likely  to  inform  QpOD 

them     for     purposes     of     private    ven- 

geau  To    avoid     this    it    might    be 

absolutely  necessary  to  keep  a  strict  look- 
out on  tenants,  in    order   tO   obey   the  law. 

The  act  reach*  -  also   the  common  women, 

as  these  are  the  persons  by  whom  dis. 
is  conveyed.  The  average  man  who  has 
been  infected  by  a  common  woman  feels 
very  revengeful  toward  her,  and  would  be 
apt  to  report  her  as  ill  with  a  contagious 
disease.  This  would  lead  to  imprisonment 
and  to  temporary  closures  ,,f  many  broth- 
els, the  keepers  of  which  would  ultimately 

be  compelled  to  exercise  some  sort  of  quar- 
antine regulations.  Against  this  it  may 
be  said  that  dread  of  exposure  would  keep 
in  check  feelings  of  revenge,  but  there  is 
oo  special   need  to  fear  exposure.     From 

the  nature  of  things  all  communications 
made  to  the  authorities  would  become 
privileged  communications,  and  sufficient 
evidence  for  conviction  would  be  found 
on  examination  of  the  accused  female.  Of 
course  the  legal  plea  that  "people  are 
obliged  to  criminate  themselves,"  would 
seem  to  bar  the  way  here,  but  the  police 
could  easily  cut  this  Gordian  knot  by  ar- 

Og    this  <  females   on    the  gen- 

eral   cl  rderly    conduct,  and 

making  BUch  examination  as  the  laws  per- 
mit   and   the    prison    rules    require  under 
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such  circumstances.  Laws  that  appeal  to 
self  interest  in  Buoh  a  way  that  the  in- 
dividual gains  by  obeying  them,  or  L 
largely  by  their  infraction,  are  very  cer- 
tain of  enforcement  To  stamp  out  vene- 
diseases  without  recognizing  prosti- 
tution has  been  a  grave  problem  of  Btate 
medicine.  This  law  seems  to  furnish  a 
tentative  mean-  of  solving  it.  Its  influ- 
ence on  the  spread  of  other  contagious 
affections  may  be  salutary,  but  one  great 
merit  is  the  influence  likely  to  be  exerted 
on  the  spread  of  venereal  diseases.

C'wal.— Dr.  Samuel  Kohn,  New  York 
(Medical  Record,  July  22,  1882)  reports  a 
in  which  an  insane  patient  swallowed 
three  spoons.  Some  months  after,  a  long 
spindle-shaped  mass  of  fa-ces  was  passed, 
which,  on  examination,  was  found  to  con- 
tain three  teaspoons.  Similar  cases  are  re- 
ported in  Gaillard's  Medical  Journal,  vol- 
ume I,  page  "'7  7,  and  in  Poulet's  Foreign 
Bodies  in  Surgery,  volume  I,  page  137.  Dr. 
Kohn's  case  was  not  attended  by  hsemate- 
mesis  as  were  the  other  cases  cited,  and 
the  patient  fully  recovered. 


Hydroa  ok  the  Mouth. — Hydroa,  when 
it  occurs  in  the  mouth,  may  give  rise  to 
certain  erroneous  diagnoses,  syphilis  for 
example,  hading-  to  energetic  treatment 
which  at  best  was  useless.  Dr.  Quinquad 
(Annates  de  Dermatol ogie)  has  recently 
given  a  description  of  this  affection  which 
may  be  of  service  in  differential  diagnosis. 
The  affection  is  essentially  superficial  and 
varies  according  to  the  region  which  it  at- 
tacks. On  the  lips  it  begins  by  an  intense 
redness  on  the  median  line  or  on  either 
side  of  this  line.  It  hardly  ever  has  its 
place  in  the  commissures  which  distin- 
guishes it  from  the  syphilides.  The  ery- 
thema is  at  first  circumscribed,  sometimes 
occupying  the  mucous  membrane  alone, 
sometimes  the  mucous  membrane  and  the 
skin.     The    redness   is   like   that   of    the 


cherry.  Within  the  first  thirty-six  hours 
it  manifests  an  opalescence  similar  to  that 
of  the  syphilides;  ulceration  follows  upon 
the  ingestion  of  irritating  viands  and  gives 
rise  to  a  slightly  sanguinolent  discarge. 
At  xh\<  time  the  lips  are  covered  with  dis- 
seminated crusts  presenting,  here  and 
there,  fissures.  These  brownish  concre- 
tions circumscribe  whitish  opalescent  hu- 
mid spaces  which  give  place  to  vesicles. 
The  same  lesions  may  be  met  with  on  the 
inside  of  the  lips,  on  the  gums  where  it 
resembles  an  ulcero-membranous  stomati- 
tis, on  the  tongue  where  it  simulates 
thrush,  and  on  the  palate.  The  eruption 
has  three  phases  of  evolution:  an  erythem- 
atous phase,  which  is  very  short ;  an  ery- 
themato-phylectenoid  phase,  during  which 
are  produced  the  exudations  ;  a  phase  of 
ulceration  which  simulates  the  mucous 
patches  of  syphilis  and  is  followed  by  a 
period  of  repair.  During  all  these  stages 
pain  is  present.  As  a  rule  the  eruption  af- 
fects the  mouth  only  when  very  intense 
and  wide-spread ;  to  this,  however,  there 
are  some  exceptions.  The  treatment  con- 
-ists  chiefly  in  mild  and  astringent  gargles. 


The  Act  of  Rotation. — Dr.  Bechterew 
(St.  Petersburger  Med.  Wochenschrift)  has 
made  a  series  of  experiments  upon  dogs  in 
regard  to  rotation  of  animals  on  their  long 
axis  alter  injury  to  the  brain.  He  arrives 
at  the  conclusion  that  not  only  injury  to 
the  middle  and  posterior  cerebellar  cms, 
and  deep  injury  to  the  medulla  oblongata, 
produce  rotation,  but  that  lesion  of  the  in- 
ner part  of  the  crus  cerebri  in  its  whole 
course,  from  the  thalamus  to  the  pons,  can 
also  generate  it.  When  the  inner  part  of 
the  crus  cerebri  is  injured  the  rotation  is 
about  the  uninjured  side,  while  a  lesion  of 
the  external  layer  of  the  crus  cerebri  causes 
rotation  aboul  the  side  of  injury.  The  ro- 
tation about  the  long  axis  is  produced 
ih rough  a  lesion  of  those  fibers  which  go 
from  the  cerebellum  through  the  upper 
part  of  the  crus  cerebri  to  the  corpora 
quadrigemina. 
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Bri'\/i:  Skin  in  DlABBTB8.-  Drs  Hanoi 
and  Chanfford  have  recently  reported 
(Gazette  Hebdomadaire  de  M<  decine  e1 
de  Chirnrgie,  June  '.'.  i^-l-.i  two  '-a-' 
diabetes  in  which  a  bronze  -kin  similar  to 
that  of  Addison's  disease,  existed.

Moliere  (Lyon  Medical,  January,  L882,)  is 
inclined  to  believe   thai  the  primary  cause 

of  this  form  iA'  gangrene  is  the  develop- 
ment of  a  bacillus  in  the  cellular  tissue. 
The  soil  is  prepared  for  this  bacillus  by 
the  severity  of  the  original  injury-produc- 
ing shook;  by  the  exhaustion  of  the  pa- 
tient before  being  wounded.  The  region 
wounded  exerts  an  influence;  localities 
where  cellular  tissue  i-  abundant  being  es- 
pecially liable  to  it.  Certain  inflammatory 
diseases,  -'Total  oedema  and  erysipelas  ex- 
ert an  influence.  Dr.  Moliere  is  inclined 
to  believe  that  Listerian  dressings  produce 
oedema,  and  so  predispose  to  gangrene.

BASB. — Allusion  was  made  in  volume  IV  <>{ 
the  Review  to  tin-  results  obtained  by  Bot- 
kin  from  the  use  of  convallaria  majalis  in 
cardiac  disease.  Dr.  Germain  See  (Le  Pro- 
giv>  Medical,  July  B,  382)  has  since  been 
experimenting  with  the  plant.  He  has 
i  the  leaf,  flowers  and  stalk  of  tin- 
plant.  An  infusion  of  the  flower-  was  ab- 
solutely inert.  The  extracts  obtained  from 
the  leaves  and  flowers  do  not  differ  from 
those  obtained  from  the  plant  as  ;i  whole. 
Two  active  principles  are  found  in  it:  oon- 
vallarin  and  convallaramin.  The  Last  i-  the 
most  active  and  1  in  most  frequently 

emploved  by  Dr.  S<  e.  A  drop  of  a  concen- 
trated solution  of  the  latter  drug  placed 
upon  the  head  of  a  frog  arrested  it  in 
tole   in   a   moment.     Similar  results  were 


observed    in    experiments   on   the   turtle. 

Dr.  See  reports  twenty  well-detailed  eases 

in  which  he  tried  the  drug   in   cardiac  dis- 
Three    of    these    gave    inconclusive 

results.    Tlu-  other  seventeen  cases  -how 

that  convallaramin  is  a  much  more  power- 
ful diuretic  than  digitaline.  Of  th< 
enteen  cases  five  were  oases  of  mitral  in- 
sufficiency; two,  oases  of  mitral  Btenosis s 
two  wen  cases  of  cardiac  dilatation;  one 
a  case  of  cardiac  hypertrophy  of  adoles- 
cence :  one  a  case  of  chronic  pericarditis  ; 
one  a  case  oi  Corrigan's  disease;  one  a. 
of  simple  anaemia;  two  were  diabetics 
and  three  were  albuminuric.  The  remedy 
has  no  action  on  the  gastro-intestinal  canal. 
If  cardiac  irregularity  existed,  ool  due  to 
a  lesion  of  the  cardiac  orifices,  the  heart 
became  regular  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  administration  of  the  remedy. 
The  remedy  has  a  wonderful  effect  on  car- 
diac palpitations.  On  the  peripheral  arte- 
rial circulation  it  everts  a  marked  influ- 
ence. The  heatings  which  so  much  tor- 
ment the  victims  of  Corrigan's  disease  are 
quickly  relieved  by  it.  Arterial  pressure 
i-  markedlv  increased,  and  the  energy  of 
the  cardiac  musle  is  also.  Under  the  use 
of  the  remedy  the  respiratory  complica- 
tions of  cardiac  disease  are  much  amelior- 
ated. Convallarine  is  also  more  powerful 
than  digitaline,  hut  should  he  associ 
with  potassium  iodide,  or  iodide  of  ethyl, 
in  cardiac  dyspnoea.

Gauthier  ami  Walker  (Chicago  Medical 
Review,  Volume  III.,  page  85,  and  Vol-

diphtheria.  Dr.  V.  Sohroken-Ross,  Yank- 
ton. Dakota,  (Medical News,  July  l'l'.] 

reports  having  bad  good  results  from  what 
seems  to  be  a  modification  Of  this  treat- 
ment. He  gives  ammonia  iodide  inter- 
nally and  applies  Lugol's    Bolution  to  the 

throat  every  three  or  four   hours.      During 
the  last  five    months    he   has    lost    but   one 
out  of  thirty-five  • 
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Typhoid  Feveb  Among  the  Insane. — 
Dr. CM.  Campbell,  of  the  Durham  County 
As;  ■mi.  England,  reports  (Journal  of  Men- 
tal Science,  July,  1882)  twenty-two  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  occurring  among  the  inmates 
of  his  institution.  Of  these  twenty-two 
3,  Qve  recovered  from  the  mental  dis- 
ease during  convalescence  from  the  fever. 
The  mental  convalescence  of  two  patients 
was  not  unfavorably  affected  by  their  be- 
ing attacked  by  typhoid  fever.  In  one 
case  mental  improvement  commenced  dur- 
ing the  fever,  prior  to  which  there  had 
been  no  change,  and  proceeded  with  phy- 
sical convalescence  to  recovery.  One  case 
of  those  which  recovered  had  been  re- 
garded  as  hopeless;  two  had  a  very  un- 
favorable progress  prior  to  the  fever.  In 
ten  of  the  cases  the  fever  had  no  influence 
on  the  mental  condition.  The  remaining 
oases  were  temporarily  improved  mentally 
by  it.  These  cases  are  not  by  any  means 
exceptional,  similar  cases  of  the  favorable 
effect  of  other  acute  diseases  on  insanity 
having  already  been  reported  in  Volume  V. 
of  the  Review. 


Peppermint  Oil  in  Herpes  Zoster. — 
Dr.  J.  Meredith,  Birmingham,  England, 
(Birmingham  Medical  Review,  June,  1882) 
has,  after  an  extended  series  of  experi- 
ments, found  that  oil  of  peppermint  allays 
the  neuralgic  pains  so  often  present  in 
herpes  zoster  sooner  than  any  other  ano- 
dyne. The  oil  is  painted  over  the  florid 
eruption  and  this  is  soon  followed  by  a 
subsidence  of  pain.  The  idea  of  using  this 
drug  in  such  conditions  is,  however,  not 
original  with  Dr.  Meredith,  as  he  seems 
inclined  to  think. 


The  Sixth  Cebebsal  Ventricle. — The 
sixth  cerebral  ventricle  (American  Journal 
of  Neurology  and  Psychiatry)  is  a  feature 
of  coarse  encephalic  anatomy,  commonly 
ignored  in  text-books  and  monographs 
dealing  with  the  brain.  Like  the  fifth 
ventricle,  which  is  not  a  true  ventricle,  that 
is,  not  derived  from  a  modification  of  the 


lumen  of  a  medullary  tube,  it  is  a  second- 
ary formation.  Just  as  the  fifth  ventricle 
is  formed  by  the  mesial  faces  of  the  atro- 
phied hemispheric  walls  or  the  septum 
lucidum,  the  callosum  and  fornices,  so  the 
sixth  is  formed  by  the  splenium  of  the  cal- 
losum and  the  fornices.  It  is  not  constant, 
being  found  by  Techini  and  Staurenghi  in 
twenty-six  subjects  out  of  one  hundred  and 
forty-five.  The  cavity  is  lined  with  epithe- 
lium and  may  become  the  seat  of  a  hy- 
dropsy. This  "ventricle,"  first  described 
by  Verga,  is  known  to  the  German  anat- 
omists as  the  "fornix  ventrikel." 


Peegnancy  at  Sixty-Two — Dr.  W.  J. 
Kennedy  (Edinburgh  Medical  Journal, 
June,  1882),  has  recently  reported  a  case 
of  pregnancy  at  the  age  of  sixty-two.  It 
was  the  woman's  twenty-third  pregnancy. 
The  woman  had  menstruated  since  her 
thirteenth  year,  but  had  spent  some  years 
previous  to  her  first  menstruation  in  India. 
Her  age  was  authenticated.  She  had  been 
pregnant  in  her  forty-seventh,  forty-ninth, 
fifty-first,  fifty-third,  fifty-sixth,  sixtieth, 
and  sixty-second  year.  There  have  been 
a  few  similar  cases  reported  among  the 
negroes  of  the  South. 


Expert  Testimony. — A  case  was  re- 
cently tried  in  Chicago  which  brought  up 
this  question  in  a  new  phase.  A  member 
of  the  Eclectic  society  was  expelled  for 
violating  its  code  of  ethics  by  advertising 
a  patent  medicine.  He  brought  a  suit  of 
criminal  libel  against  the  president  of  the 
society.  During  the  proceedings  several 
lay  witnesses  were  called  to  testify  to  the 
virtues  of  the  medicine.  Their  testimony 
was  excluded  on  the  ground  that  they  were 
not  experts,  and  consequently  not  capable, 
legally,  of  giving  evidence  on  the  subject. 
The  point  at  issue  in  the  case  was  not  of 
special  medical  interest,  but  this  decision 
is,  as  it  gives  legal  sanction  to  what  has 
been  long  recognized  as  a  fact  by  the  pro- 
fession. In  the  war  against  patent  medi- 
cines this  decision  may  yet  prove  of  value 
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A  Valuable  Diagnosis. — A  case  of 
small-pox  at  Fort  Worth, Texas,  was  diag- 
nosed l>y  the  irregular  practitioner  in  at- 
tendance as  "erysipelas  from  the  toes  to 
the  knees,  measles  from  the  knees  to  the 
waist,  and  seven-years  itch  from  the  waisl 
to  the  top  of  the  head."  In  consequenoo 
of  this  diagnosis  several  persons, who  were 
allowed  to  visit  the  patient,  contracted 
small-pox. 


Excessive     CTtebine     Mobility. — Dr. 
Grassi,  Florence,  Italy,  (Lo  Sperimentale, 

January,  1^82),  claims  that  this  condition 
is  not  so  infrequent  as  is  generally  thought, 
and  is  often  mistaken  for  version.  It  alone 
may  give  rise  to  sufferings  on  the  part  of 
the  patient  which  increases  according  to 
the  rapidity  and  extent  to  which  the 
uterus  is  subjected  to  motion.  This  con- 
dition may  be  congenital  and  may  occur 
in  nullipara;,  but,  as  a  rule,  is  due  to  laxity 
of  the  uterine  supports  resulting  from  one 
or  more  confinements.  The  treatment, 
apart  from  meeting  the  general  indica- 
tions, consists  in  the  adaptation  of  a  well 
fitting  pessaiy. 

Progkksjs    of    HoMCEor.YTiiY. — At    the 
recent  meeting  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Homteopathy,  at  Indianapolis,  Dr.  Tal- 
bot, of  Boston,  read  a  report  showing  that 
there   are    seven    thousand    homoeopathic 
physicians  and  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight    institutions    in    the    United  States; 
four  national  societies  report  one  thousand 
and  sixty-seven  members;   twenty-six  state 
societies,  one  thousand,  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-three    members;    one   hundred  and 
three    local    societies,  of    which    sixty-six 
report  two  thousand,  three    hundred  and 
fifty-five  members;  eighteen  clubs,  of  which 
seven  report  seventy-nine  members;  twen- 
ty-three iceneral  hospitals,  of  which  eigh- 
teen report  one  thousand,  two  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  beds;  fifteen  of  these  hospitals 
reported  having  treated  la-t  year  sis  thou 
sand,  six  hundred  and  seventy-five  patients. 
The  value  of  eleven  of   these  hospitals  is 
seven  hundred  and    seventy  thousand,  five 


hundred  dollars,  Of  thirty  special  hospi- 
tals fifteen  report  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
nine  beds,  and  nine  of  them  treated  last 
year    ten   thousand    six    hundred    and  nine 

patients.  The  cost  and  values  of  these 
hospitals  are  one  million  one  hundred  and 
six  thonsand  dollars.  Of  twenty-nine  dis- 
pensaries, twenty-Seven  reported  having 
treated  last  year  one  thousand  tour  hun- 
dred and  sixty  nine  patient-.   To  these  had 

been  furnished  two  hundred  and  fifty-six 

thousand  live  hundred  and  eighty-nine  pre- 
scriptions. Twelve  medical  colleges  have 
have  had  one  thousand  two  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  students,  and  graduated  four 
hundred  and  twelve  physicians  this  Year, 
and  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty 
since  they  were   founded. 


Criteria  of  Insanity. — One  of  the  pu- 
pils of  Esquirol  (British  Medical  Journal) 
asked   his  teacher  to  furnish  him  with  a 
sure  criterion  for  distinguishing  the  limit 
that  separates  reason  from  insanity.     The 
next  day  Esquirol   invited  his  pupil   ami 
two  individuals,  one   of  whom  was   most 
correct  in  his  appearance   and   in   his   Ian 
guage,  while  the  other  was  very  loquacious, 
full  of  himself  and   of  his  future.     When 
taking  leave,  the  pupil  reminded  his  master 
of  the  criterion  which  he  asked  of  him  on 
the  previous  evening.     "Answer  the  ques 
tion  for   yourself,"    said  Esquirol.     "You 
have  just  taken  dinner  with  a  madman  and 
with  a  sane  individual."     "Oh!"  answered 
the  pupil,  "the  problem  is  not  difficult;  the 
sane  man  was  that  distinguished  and  well- 
informed  man;  as  to  the   other,  he  was  a 
chatterer  and  a  fool  who  ought  really  to 
be    shut     up."       "Ah  !"    replied   Esquirol, 
"you  are  making  a  great  mistake;   the   one 
whom  you  took  to  be  so  very  wise,  belief  es 
himself  to  be  God  the  Father,  and  affects 
in    his    manner   the    reserve    and   dignity 
which  lie  believes  heiongs  to  his  position  ; 
he  is  a  patient  at  Charenton.     As  to  the 
young   man    whom  you  took  for  a  fool,  in 
him  you  see  one  of    the  most  illustrious  of 
French  author — he  is  Ilonore  de  Balzac." 
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Treatment  of  Puerperal  Eclampsia. 
— Dr.  Carl  Breus,  Vienna,  Austria,  (Arohiv 
fur  Gynakologie  XIX  2,  382),  reports  hav- 
ing obtai ned   g 1    results   with    the   hot 

bath  in  puerperal  eclampsia,  The  patients 
were  put  int>>  a  hath  at  a  temperature  of 
from  96°  to  104°  F.,  and  by  adding  hot 
wat<r  gradually  till  the  temperature  of  the 
hath  was  raised  to  from  107°  to  113°  F. 
The  face  al<nie  was  kept  above  the  water. 
As  Boon  as  the  patient  was  perspiring 
profusely  she  was  brought  to  hod  and 
wrapped  up  in  warm  blankets.  After 
some  two  or  three  hours,  the  blankets  were 
removed.  The  coma  was  never  increased 
by  the  hath,  nor  did  it  bring  on  premature 
labor.  The  oedema  decreased  after  the 
first  hath,  and  was  entirely  gone  by  the 
third  or  fourth.  The  use  of  the  bath  does 
not  furnish  a  reason  for  neglect  of  other 
treatment.  Of  the  six  cases  treated  by 
s  but  one  died  and  the  woman  was 
Buffering,  in  addition  to  eclampsia,  from 
hepatic  cirrhosis.

— Mr.  Simon  Snell  (Practitioner, 
July,  1882)  reports  a  case  in  which  mercu- 
ry administered  as  an  anti-syphilitic  caused 
a  rise  of  temperature  to  104°  F.  On  a 
second  occasion  mercury  was  administered 
and  the  temperature  rose  to  103°  F.  This 
is,  perhaps,  the  first  instance  in  which  the 
use  of  mercury  has  been  marked  by  a 
rise  in  temperature  without  constitutional 
symptoms  preceding  such  rise. 


Rosaceous  Pityriasis.  —  Under  this 
title  Dr.  Fournier  (Journal  de  Medecine  et 
de  Chirurgie  Pratiques,  July  12),  describes 
a  jiseudo-exanthematous  affection;  that  is 
a  dermatosis  occupying  a  place  between 
the  eruptive  fevers  and  the  chronic  derma- 
toses. The  disease  in  question  may  arise 
in  two  different  ways.  It  may  be  abso- 
lutely apyretic,  or  it  may  be  accompanied 
with  symptoms  of  constitutional  distur- 
bance, lasting  from  twelve  to  fortv-eiedit 
hours,  when  they  disappear  and  all  that 
remains  is  a  number  of  lenticular  rosy 
spots  which  gradually  fuse  together.  The 
eruption  affects  particularly  the  thorax 
neck,  and  the  places  where  the  extremities 
join  the  trunk.  It  is  markedly  symmetri- 
cal. It  appears  in  successive  crops  and 
lasts  from  four  to  six  weeks;  rarely  less 
than  three  weeks  and  still  more  rarely 
more  than  four.  Its  tendency  is  to  recovery. 
It  is  likely  to  be  confounded  with  syphi- 
litic roseola.  From  that  affection  it  differs 
in  its  seat;  in  the  tendency  of  the  spots 
to  fuse  together,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
constitutional  symptoms  of  syphilis.  It  is 
mosl  frequent  among  adolescents  who 
have  a  delicate  skin,  and  is  more  frequent 
among  males  than  among  females. 
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Blood-letting  is  Metritis.— Dr.  J. 
Direra,(Gaceta  Medioa  Catalana,  May, 
L882),  claims  that  scarification  is  a  valuable 
method  of  treatment  in  metritis  and 
areolar  hyperplasia.  The  time  to  begin 
the  treatment  is  just  after  the  menstrual

Bromine  Acne  fbom  Mothers'  Milk. — 
Dr.  Kaposi  (Jahrbiicher  fiir  Kinderheil- 
kunde)  reports  a  case  in  which  a  nursing 
child  nine  months  old  presented  the  char- 
acteristic tuberculo-pustular  eruption  of 
bromine  acne.  The  mother  said,  upon  be- 
ing interrogated,  that  the  child  had  not 
taken  any  of  the  bromides,  but  that  sin- 
had.  The  acne  was  obviously  dm-  to  the 
presence  of  bromine  in  the  mother's  milk. 

Uterine  Miiscoxab Tissi  eAftee  Pab. 
xubition.— Dr.Wojtschechoffsky(Deutscbe 
Medizinal  Z  -i  after  having  examined 

ten  uteri  from  women  who  died  within 
thirty-live  days  after  delivery,  conies  to 
the  following  conclusions:  First:  The 
fatty  degeneration  of  uterine  muscular 
tissue  on  which  the  decrease  in  size  of  the 
uterus  depends,  begins  immediately 
parturition  and   continues  over  five  weeks. 


ad:  Tin-  neck,  fundus  and  body  are 
alike  the  seat  of  this  degeneration.  Third: 
It  was  determinable  whether  the  de- 

generation began  in  the  outer  or  inner 
uterine  muscular  layer.  Fourth;  The 
uterine  interstitial  tiss  -  not  take  an 

active  pari  in  involution.  Fifth:  Uterine 
blood-vessels  take  to  obliterate  than

Distani  Results  of  Ovabiotomy. — 
The  operation  of  ovariotomy  has,  like 
other  operations,  Buoh  Btriking  immediate 
effects  that  th  r  results  are,  by  the 

great     majority     of    operators,    ignored. 
Special  interest,  therefore,  attache-   to   the 

study   which  Dr.    LeBeo,    Paris,    France, 

(Archivi  rales   de    Meclecine,  June 

and  July,  1882),  has  made  of  these  after 
results.  lie  has,  however,  chiefly  dis- 
cussed menstruation,  ventral  hernia, 
uterine  atrophy  and  lack  of  sexual  desire  as 
sequehe  of  ovariotomy.  He  cites  seventy 
cases  of  double  ovariotomy.  The  menses 
reappeared  regularly  in  fourteen  case*;  ir- 
regularly in  nine  cases;  reappeared  twice 
in  three  cases;  once  in  four  cases;  in  thirty- 
eight  cases  they  never  reappeared;  of  the 
two  cases  remaining  no  account  is  given. 
Of  the  women  in  whom  they  appeared 
regularly  one  was  nineteen  yen-  old;  BU 
were  between  twenty  and  thirty,  and  five 
between  thirty  and  forty.  Among  the 
curious  cas<  -  one  from  Duplay.   in 

the  case  of  a  woman  age. 1  twenty--!  \  don 
ovariotomy    was    necessary.       After    the 
operation  menstruation  did  not  return,  but 
each  month  the   patient   experienced   pain 
in  the  loins  and  spat  up  blood.      She,  li  >w- 

ever, became  very  fat.  Among  the  other 
litions  which  result  from  double 
ovariotomy  are  uterine  atrophy  and  ven- 
tral hernia.  The  case  of  uterine  atrophy 
cited  is  one  rep  Tied  by  Battey.

II.kmokkiia'.k  after  Tonsillotomy. — 

Dr.  Lefferts  (Maryland  Medical  Journal), 
in  five  hundred  tonsillotomies  found: 
First.  A  fatal  hemorrhage  very  rare. 
Second.  A  dangerous  one  occasionally. 
Third.  A  serious  one  in  both  immediate 
and  remote  results  not  very  unusual. 
Fourth.  A  moderate  one  requiring  direct 
pressure  and  strong  astringents  to  check  it 
common.  In  the  majority  of  cases  no 
trouble  is  experienced. 

Ureteral  Exploration  in  the  Female. 
— Pawlek  (American  Medical  Weekly, 
Julv  22,  1882,)  has  proposed  an  ingenious 
method  of  exploring  the  ureters  in  the  fe- 
male, which,  in  certain  cases,  may  prove 
very  useful.  Placing  the  patient  in  the 
knee-elbow  posture,  the  vesical  triangle  is 
more  or  less  clearly  defined  on  the  anterior 
wall  of  the  vagina,  its  apex  being  marked 
by  a  slight  elevation,  and  its  sides  and 
base  respectively  by  furrows  and  ridges. 
The  furrows  indicate  the  direction  in 
which  the  instrument  is  to  be  passed,  and, 
by  a  little  searching,  the  orifice  of  the 
ureter  may  be  found  and  catheterized  even 
beyond  the  brim  of  the  pelvis.  Not  only 
the  distance  to  which  the  instrument  can 
be  introduced  is  an  assurance  that  it  is  in 
the  ureter  and  not  the  bladder,  but  there 
are  two  others.  If  in  the  bladder,  the 
cavity  of  that  viscus  allows  of  free  move- 
ment, which  is  not  possible  if  the  instru- 
ment be  caught  in  the  orifice  of  the  ureter, 
and  if  the  bladder  be  injected  with  milk 
or  other  colored  fluid,  the  escape  of  milk 
or  of  clear  urine  by  the  catheter  will  give 
information  as  to  the  exact  position  of 
the  catheter. 


A  New  Vaginal  Uterine  Extir- 
pation.— Dr.  P.  Mueller  Berne,  Swit- 
zerland, (Centralblatt  fur  Gynakologie, 
February  25,  1882,)  proposes  a 
modification  of  the  vaginal  method 
of       uterine       extirpation.  One        of 

the  greatest  difficulties  in  the  vaginal 
method  has  been  the  ligation  and  separa- 
tion of  the  first  broad  ligament.  The  sec- 
ond ligament  can  be  much  more  easily 
dealt  with  since  the  uterus  is  separated 
from  the  first  broad  ligament,  and  can  be 
drawn  down  in  front  of  the  external 
genital  organs.  Mueller  proposes  to  ligate 
the  first  ligament  as  easily  as  the  second 
by  way  of  dividing  the  uterus  either  in- 
verted or  drawn  down  in  two  halves.  Each 
half  can  with  its  ligament  then  be  easily 
drawn  down  and  the  two  ligaments  tied 
with  equal  facility.  Haemorrhage  cannot 
be  much  and  may  be  easily  controlled. 


Puerperal  Uterine  Atrophy. — Dr.  R. 
Frommel,  Berlin,  Germany,  (Zeitschrift 
fair  Geburtshulfe  und  Gynakologie,  VII. 
2,  1882,)  has,  out  of  three  thousand  cases, 
found  twenty-eight  cases  of  puerperal  uter- 
ine atrophy.  The  majority  were  badly 
nourished  and  prematurely  old.  Non-occur- 
rence of  menstruation  is  the  most  obvious 
symptom;  the  other  symptoms  are  very 
general.  The  vagina  is  wide,  and  has  a 
tendency  to  prolapse;  the  ovaries  are  di- 
minished in  size.  The  uterus  is  decreased 
in  size  in  all  its  diameters.  The 
sound  should  be  cautiously  used  as  the 
wall  of  the  vaginal  portions  is  lessened 
in  thickness.  Lactation  seems  to  have  im- 
portanta'tiological  relations  to  the  atrophy, 
also  frequent  child  bearing.  The  progno- 
sis is  not  good,  but  one  case  recovered. 
The  treatment  consists,  besides  meeting 
the  general  indications,  in  the  use  of  cold 
friction,  warm  sitz  baths,  sounding  the 
uterus,  vaginal  pessaries.  As  a  means  of 
prophylaxis,  uterine  involution  in  anaemic 
women  should  be  watched,  and  if  indica- 
tions of  uterine  atrophy  present  them- 
selves, nursing  should  be  stopped.

Innervation  of  the  \\i:<  n  tf. — Irrita- 
tion of  the  nervi  erigentes  causes,  accord- 
ing to  L.  Fellner  (Medical  Record,  July 
89),  a  contraction  of  the  longitudinal  fibres, 
while  it  does  not  affect  the  circular  fibres. 
These  are  supplied  by  fibres  from  the  pos- 
terior mesenteric  ganglion.  The  irritation 
of  the  long  muscle  fibres  depends,  not  up- 
on the  condition  of  the  rectum  and  its 
contents,  but  upon  peculiarities  of  the 
blood  in  its  vessels. 


Carbolic  Actd  in  LLemobb ds. — Dr. 

H.Z.  Gill  (Medical  Record,  July  29, 1882), 
says:  "There  have  been  more  than  a  dozen 
cases  of  piles  treated  by  carbolic  acid  hypo- 
dermic injections.  Many  of  them  were  of 
years'  standing,  and  they  now,  even  the 
worst,  declare  themselves  entirely  cured. 
The  amount  of  acid  injected  was  from  five 
to  ten  minims,  dependent  upon  the  size  of 
the  tumor.  The  acid  used  was  the  crys- 
tallized, with  just  enough  glycerine  to 
hold  it  in  solution.  The  operation  was 
made  slowly,  and  the  needle  slowly  with- 
drawn. The  course  has  been  mild  in  mosl 
cases,  and  the  results  have  been  entirely 
satisfactory." 

Foreign  Bodies  in  the  Air  Passages. 
— Dr.  Geist,  (Medical  Record,  July  12, 
1882),  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Amer- 
ican Surgical  Association,  read  a  paper  on 
the  above  subject.  The  following  conclu- 
sions were  submitted  by  him:  "First: 
When  a  foreign  body  is  lodged  either  in 
the  larynx,  trachea,  or  bronchia,  the  use  of 
emetics,  errhines,  or  similar  mean-,  should 
not  be  employed,  as  they  increase  the  Buf- 
ferings of  the  patient,  and  do  not  improve 
his  chances  of  recovery.  Second:  Inver- 
sions of  the  body  and  succussion  are  dan- 
gerous, and  should  not  be  practised  unless 
the  windpipe  lias  been  previously  opened. 
Third:  The  presence  simply  of  a  foreign 
body  in  the  larynx,  trachea,  or  bronchia, 
does   not  make   bronchotomy    necessary. 


Fourth:  While  a  foreign  body  causes  no 
dangerous  Bymptoms,  bronchotomy  should 
not  be  performed.  Fifth:  While  a  fori< 
body  remains  fixed  in  the  trachea  or 
bronohia,as  a  general  rule,  bronchotomy 
should  no!  be  practised.  Sixth:  When 
symptoms  of  suffocation  are  present,  or 
occur  at  frequent  intervals,  bronchotomy 
should  be  resorted  to  without  delay. 
Seventh:  When  the  foreign  1  »< »<  1  \  i- 
lodged  in  the  larynx,  then  being  no 
paroxysms  or  strangulation,  bul  an  in- 
creasing difficulty  <>t'  respiration,  from 
ma  or  inflammation,  bronchotomy  is 
demanded.  Eighth:  WTien  the  body  is 
movable  in  the  trachea,  and  excites  fre- 
quent attacks  of  strangulation,  broncho- 
tomy should  be  performed. 

The  Social  Posrnom  of  the  Doi  ior. 
— Lay  testimony  concerning  the  social 
position  of  the  doctor  in  England  con- 
firms the  statement  of  Dr.  Fothergill,  that 
it  is  a  very  poor  one.  The  London  cor- 
respondent of  the  Tribune  (quoted  in  the 
Medical  Record  July  29,  1882.)  comment- 
ing upon  the  matter,  tells  the  following 
anecdote:  "The  wife  of  a  fashionable 
physician  living  in  Mayfair  is  responsible 
for  this  story.

The  worst  of  it  i-  that,  according  to  the 
imony  of  New  York  physicians  who 
have  often  visted  London,  the  social  posi- 
tion of  the  English  doctor  is  low  because 
it  deserves  to  be.  He  is  in  most  cases  the 
worst  kind  of  a  middle  class  Philistine. 
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Xkuve   Stretching. — Dr.  C.  L.  Dana, 
(Medical   Record,   July   29,    1882),  from 
a     study   of    the    facts    relative    to     the 
mechanical  effect  of  nerve-stretching  upon 
•he  cord,  comes  to  the  following  conclu- 
sion :     As  regards  the  cutting  operation: 
First,    reaction  upon  the  sciatic  nerve  of 
the  cadaver  in  the  majority  of  cases,  hut 
not  in  all,  stretches  the  spinal  cord.  Second. 
This   stretching  is  greatest  at  the  lower 
{■art,  amounting   to    two   to   three    milli- 
metres,  with  a  very  powerful  pull  (fifty  to 
eighty  pounds).     Third.  The  movement  is 
distributed^over  the  yielding  cord,  and  only 
in   a  minority  of  cases  does  it  reach  the 
medulla.     The  medulla  then  moves  very 
Bliffhtly,  less  than  0.3  millimetre.    Fourth. 
When    the  cord   is  not  moved  it   is    due 
probably  to  the  unusually  tight  adhesions 
of  the  sheath  t  i  the  nerve,  and  of  that  to 
the  Burroundii  g   tissue,  especially  in   the 
intervertebral  canal.  Fifth.  Traction  upon 
the    nerve    and    sheath  if  it   reaches   the 
spinal  canal    acts  chiefly  upon  the  dura. 
That    is,  the   cord   is  stretched   partly  by 
direct  force,  but  chiefly   by  the  movement 
of  the  enveloping  membrane.     As  regards 
subcutaneous  nerve-stretching:     First.  On 
the   cadaver   this   is  a  powerful   means  of 
moving   the  cord.     Fourth.  In    the  living 
subject  it  is  as  yet  doubtful  if  subcutane- 
ous nerve-stretching  affects  the  cord  me- 
chanically at  all.    The  clinical  evidence  is 
very   meagre;  anatomical  evidence  cannot 
be  obtained.     It  is,  of  course,  very  possi- 
ble that  even   when   traction   does  not  di- 
rectly and    grossly    affect  the  cord  there 
may  yet   be  central  effects  produced,  re- 
flexly  or  otherwise 


The  Skuxl  of  Kant. — Kupfferand  Bes- 
sel  have  recently  gh  en  a  description  of  the 
skull  of  the  philoso]  her  Kant,  which  is 
summarized  in  the  Journal  of  Neurology 
and  Psychiatry.  The  brain  exhibited  the 
frontal  suture,  w  hich  has  ordinarily,  though 
with  no  good  reason,  been  held  to  be  a 
sign  of  low  development.  Kant  was  only 
a  little  over  five  feet  high,  and  of  delicate 


frame,  yet  his  cranial  capacity  was  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  cubic 
centimeters.  Only  two  and  a  half  per 
cent  of  the  German  race,  which  is  said  to 
have  the  greatest  cranial  capacity,  exceed 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  cubic  centi- 
metres. The  head  was  long,  the  forehead 
not  very  broad.  The  mo^t  remarkable  fea- 
ture was  the  disproportionately  great  de- 
velopment of  the  upper  fossa  of  the  -occi- 
put, which  receives  part  of  the  occipital 
lobe.  In  the  average  skull  the  occipital 
fossa  is  to  the  cerebellar  as  1:1  or  3:2;  in 
Kant's  skull,  however,  the  proportion  was 
2:1.  Kant  had,  therefore,  a  voluminous 
brain,  with  relatively  small  frontal  tobes 
and  cerebellum. 


Nervous  System  and  Heat. — A.  Bokay 
(Medical  Record,  July  29,  1882,)  on  the 
ground  of  certain  experiments  upon  dogs, 
concludes  first,  That  there  are  certain  corti- 
cal centres,  irritation  of  which  causes  a 
rise  in  the  temperature  of  the  body.  Second, 
That  these  centres  are  in  the  anterior  and 
upper  parts  of  the  central  convolutions. 
Third,  That  certain  parts  of  this  area  cause, 
on  irritation,  local  rises  in  temperature, 
and  that  there  are  three  temperature  cen- 
tres for  the  front  and  hind  limbs,  etc. 
Fourth,  That  there  are  also  heat  inhibiting 
centres.  Fifth,  That  the  vaso-dilator  system 
interposes  in  this  increase  of  temperature. 
These  conclusions  verify,  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent, Wood's  experiment.  The  conclu- 
sions are  much  broader,  however,  and  not 
so  carefully  substantiated. 


PlTSLATILLA   IN  NERVOUS  AFFECTIONS. 

Dr.    Louis    Shafter    (Practitioner,    July, 
l  382)  has  had  very  good  results  from  five 
to  thirty  minim  doses   of  the   tincture  of 
Pulsatilla  herb  in  eclampsia  of   dental  ori- 
gin and  facial  neuralgia. 


Koch's  discovery  of  the  tubercle  bacil- 
lus has  excited  the  interest  of  the  German 
Emperor,  who  has  asked  to  have  speci- 
mens shown  him. 
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Pilocarpine  ix  Hydrophobia.— There 
have  been  reported  to  the  Academy  of 
Medicine,  Paris,  France,  (Journal  de  Med- 
ecine  et  Chirurgie  Pratiques,  July,  L882,) 

two  cases  of,  what  was  called,  hydropho- 
bia, which  were  successfully  treated  by 
hypodermic  Injections  of  pilocarpine  ni- 
trate. The  first  case,  thai  of  I>r.  Dar- 
tiques,  was  clearly  a  case  of  lyssophobia, 
and  recovered  under  the  pilocarpine  as  it 
would  have  done  under  any  medication 
which  produced  a  sufficiently  Btrong  im- 
pression on  the  nervous  system.  Dr.  Bon- 
ley's  case,  on  the  other  hand,  appears  to 
have  been  a  case  of  epilepsy  similar  to 
that  reported  in  March  5,  1881,  Review. 
As  was  observed  by  Dr.  Germain  See, pilo- 
carpine is  more  likely  to  aggravate  than 
to  ameliorate  true  hydrophobia. 


Diabetes  in  Children. — If  glycosuria 
be  not  infrequently  met  with  in  children 
under  five  years  as  a  symptom  of  many 
affections,  true  diabetes,  represented  clini- 
cally by  polyuria,  polydipsia,  polyphagia 
and  emaciation,  is  rare.  West  has  never 
observed  it.  Prout  never  met  with  a  sin- 
gle case.  Dr.  Vignes,  L'Isle  Sur  le  Sevin 
Yone,  France,  (Journal  de  Me*decine  etde 
Chirurgie  Pratique,  July,  1882,)  reports 
the  case  of  a  child  three  years  old  who  was 
well  developed  for  her  age,  her  parents 
apparently  healthy,  who  suddenly  devel- 
oped a  great  appetite  three  weeks  before 
coming  under  his  observation.  She  also 
complained  of  great  thirst,  and  became 
greatly  emaciated.  When  Dr.  Vignes  saw 
her,  her  skin  was  markedly  dry;  her  bowels 
were  constipated,  and  she  was  Buffering 
from  polyuria,  polydipsia,  polyphagia  and 
emaciation.  Sugar  was  found  in  the  urine, 
but  albumen  was  not  present.  The  dis- 
ease ran  a  rapid  course,  and  -he  died  five 
weeks  after  the   first   symptoms.

It-     inoocula- 
bility  had  been  conclusively  demonstrated 
bj    several  observers,  whose  experiments 
had    been     repeated     l>y     many    otl 

Tuberculous  matter  had  been  injected  into 
the  anterior  chamber  of  the  eyes  of  ani- 
mal- by  Cohnheimand  Baumgarten,wl 
the  development  of  the  tubercle  could, 
by  the  use  of  the  ophthalmisoope,  be  daily 
observed.  In  L880,  I>r.  Puchs,of  Vienna, 
injected  into  the  eye  of  a  young  and 
healthy  rabbit  tuberculous  matter  taken 
from  a  boy,  ami  obtained,  in  a  few  d 
perfectly  developed  and  rapidlj  grow- 
ing tubercle-  in  the  corresponding 
For  three  generations  of  this  rabbit  family 
the  experiment  was  repeated,  always  suc- 
cessfully, but  without  tuberculosis  devel- 
oping in  any  of  the  animals  independently 
of  the  fresh  inocculation.  Klehs  and 
Schtiller  had  made  attempt-  at  cultivation 
of  the  specific  parasite  outside  of  the  ani- 
mal body,  after  the  manner  of  Koch's  ex- 
periments, and  appear  to  have  tailed  only 
by  having  observed  less  care  in  preventing 
the  introduction  of  other  organisms  into 
the   cultivation  fluid. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  observa- 
tions and  at  the  same  time  most  practical 
results  of  Dr.  Koch'-  experiments,  thus 
far,  is  the  development  of  spontaneous 
tuberculosis  in  health}  animals  by  associa- 
tion with  those  suffering  from  the  disease 
hv  inocculation.  Among  hundreds  of 
guinea-pigs  recently  purchased  and  killed, 
in  other  investigations,  not  a  single  one 
was  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculo- 
sis. Spontaneous  tuberculosis  was  mani- 
d  in  •!  of  healthy  animals,  in  iso- 

lated cases,  and  never  before  three  or  four 
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weeks  association  with  those  animals 
which  had  been  inocculated  with 
the  disease.  In  the  cases  of  spontaneous 
tuberculosis  the  bronichial  glands  were 
found  invariably  very  much  swollen  and 
broken  down,  and  generally  Large  caseous 
<h'jn»it^  in  the  lungs,  broken  down  in 
the  center,  so  that  cavities  had  been 
formed,  as  in  the  human  subject. 

The  evident  commencement  of  the  pro- 
in  the  respiratory  organs  leaves  no 
room  to  doubt  chat  spontaneous  tuberculo- 
sis  in  the  animals  was  caused  by  the  in- 
halation of  the  infectious  germs.  The 
disease  caused  by  inocculation  progressed 
in  an  entirely  different  manner.  The  ani- 
mals were  inocculated  on  the  belly,  and 
uj>un  post  mortem  examination  the  spleen 
ami  liver  were  more  severely  affected  than 
the  lungs,  while  in  spontaneous  cases 
the  disease  progressed  much  less  rapidly 
and  the  development  of  tubercles  in  ab- 
dominal cavity  was  rare. 

In  the  examination  of  the  sputa  of 
phthisical  patients  Koch  has  found  the 
tubercular  bacilli  in  abundance,  and  has 
successfully  inocculated  animals  with  the 
dried  sputum  after  it  was  eight  weeks  old. 
Age  and  dessication  does  not,  then,  destroy 
the  virulence  of  the  germ,  and  as  the  great 
majority  of  all  cases  of  tuberculosis  begin 
in  the  respiratory  tract,  it  is,  therefore, 
very  probable  that  the  bacilli  are 
inhaled  clinging  to  particles  of  dust, 
and  that  the  sputum  of  tuberculous 
individuals,  drying  upon  clothing  or  the 
ground,  and  entering  the  lungs  as  dust,  is 
capable  of  causing  the  disease.  While 
these  experiments  do  not,  as  yet,  preseui 
indications  for  treatment,  they  do,  at  least, 
point  out  hygienic  rules,  which,  ought 
not  to  be  ignored. 


(acholic  Acid  in  Typhoid  Fever. — 
Dr.  Drevi'us-Iirissac  (Journal  de  Mede- 
cine  et  de  Chirurgie  Pratiques,  July,  1  -sl'  ) 
is  of  opinion  that  the  use  of  carbolic  acid 
in  typhoid  fever  augments  the  frequency 
of  pulmonary  complications.

certificate  of  death,  signed  by  (one)  the 
attending  physician  in  the  case;  or,  if 
none,  by  (two)  one  of  the  parents  of 
the  deceased;  or,  if  none,  by  (three) 
the  nearest  of  kin  not  a  minor;  or,  if 
none,  by  (four)  the  resident  householder 
where  the  death  occurred;  or,  if  none,  by 
(five)  any  reputable  citizen  cognizant  of 
the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  death; 
or,  if  the  death  be  the  subject  of  an  in- 
quest, by  (six)  the  coroner  or  other  officer 
holding  said  inquest.  Third.  That  any 
undertaker  or  sexton,  and  each  and  every 
other  person  engaged  or  concerned  in  a 
burial  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  and  the  officers  and  em- 
ployes of  any  transportation  company,  or 
any  other  person  or  persons  engaged  or 
concerned  in  the  removal  of  a  dead  body 

from  said in  violation  of  thepro- 

visons  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  subjected 

to  a  fine  of  not  less  than (••••) 

dollars,     nor   more    than (••••) 

dollars  for  each  offense.       Fourth.     That 

the shall     enter    in    a    suitable 

book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  a  record 
of  all  burial  permits  issued,  specifying  the 
date  of  issue  and  to  whom  issued,  to- 
gether with  all  the  items  of  information 
contained  in  the  certificate  upon  which  the 
issue  of  such  permits  is  based;  and  he 
shall    forward    to    the    county   clerk    of 
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county,    it    tin-    end    of    each 

month  all  of  Baid  certificates  bo  received 
during  the  month.  Fifth.  That  this  ordi- 
aance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
and  approval."  Physicians  through- 
out the  State  are  requested  t<>  use  their  Ln- 
fluence  to  secure  its  passage  in  all  towns 
where  no  Buch  requirement  exists,  for  the 
following  reasoi  -  First  It  will  be  of 
value  in  securing  fuller,  more  accurate, 
and  more  readily  available  knowledgi 
tin-  causes  of  death,  a  knowledge  which  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  profitable  ap- 
plication of  efforts  for  the  preservation  of 
health,  the  limitation  of  disease  and  the 
prolongation  of  human  life.  Second.  It 
will  be  of  value  in  the  protection  of  life 
against  criminal  violence,  by  facilitating 
the  detection  of  such  violence  through 
preventing  the  burial  of  victims  of  homi- 
cide, abortion,  poisoning,  etc.,  without 
proper  investigation.  Third.  It  will  be  of 
value  in  the  protection  of  property  inter- 
•  sts,  by  making  the  facts  pertaining  to  a 
death  and  burial,  matters  of  record  which 
maybe  useful  in  probating  wills,  settling 
estates,  determining  heirships,  perfecting 
letters,  adjusting  life  insurance  and  kin- 
dred matters. 

CHICAGO  MEDICAL    SOCIETY. 

At  the  July  IT,  1882  meeting  of  this 
society,  Dr.  C.  T.  Fenn  read  a  paper  on 
the  Pathology  of  Insanity,  which  consisted 
chiefly  in  the  history  of  a  case  of  mono- 
mania (primare  Yerruckthpit).  The  skull 
of  the  patient  was  exhibited.  It  was 
markedly  asymmetrical,  and  had  a  flat- 
tened occiput.  The  patient  had  died  at  an 
advanced  age,  having  led  a  wandering  life. 
The  insanity  was  said  to  have  originated 
in  a  disappointment  in  love,  but  thi>  was 
not  the  initial  symptom  of  the  disease. 
The  paper  was  discussed  by  Drs.  Hollister, 
Paoli  and  others.  Cases  of  tetanus  re- 
sulting from  wounds  produced  by  the  toy 
pistol  were  then  narrated.  Dr.  Hollister 
was  inclined  to  think  that  the  pathological 
changes  characteristic  of  the  disease  were 
to   be    found   in   the  Pacinian    corpuscle. 


He  had  good  results  from  the  use  of  con 
ium  in  this  aeurosis.  After  some  general 
disoussion  by  l>r.  Kiernan  and  others,  the 
society  adjourned. 

Eczema. — Mr  R.  M.  Simon  (Birming- 
ham Medical  Review,  May,  L882)  conies 
to  tli«'  following  conclusions  respecting 
eczema:  First.  Eczema  is  a  catarrh  of  the 
-kin.  Second.  It-  local  manifestations 
may  be  erythema,  a  papule,  pustule,  or 
vesicle.  Third.  It  may  commence  acutely 
and  teml  then  to  spontaneous  recovery,  <>r 
chronicity.  When  chronic,  not  only  are 
vesicles,  etc.,  formed,  but  exudation  takes 
place  into  the  true  skin.  Fifth.  Such  exu- 
dation must  be  removed,  which  must  be 
by  absorption  bythe  medium  of  the  bl< 
vessels.  Sixth.  Hard  water musl  be  always 
avoided  in  treatment.  Seventh.  In  all 
acute  condition-  lotion-  do  good,  ointments 
do  harm.  Eighth.  Air  should  be  excluded. 
Ninth.  Water  used  but  little.  Tenth.  Crusts 
must  be  removed. 


Russian  Xaw  Medical  Sebvtce. — Dr. 
Burch,  the  Director  General  of  the  medical 
department  of  the  Russian  navy,  has  been 
placed  on  trial  forreceiving  bribes  for  pro- 
motions given  to  subordinates.  Eighty-six 
surgeons  testified  that  Dr.  Burch  has  not 
for  many  years  made  a  promotion  without 
receiving  such  a  payment;  in  one  instance 
the  sum  paid  being  three  thousand  one 
hundred  rubles. 


Cinchona  in  the  United  States. — 
Hon.  S.  J.  Randall  introduced  the  follow- 
ing resolution  into  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentative-: "Resolved,  That  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture  be  requested  to 
inform  this  House  whether  any  portion  of 
the  United  State-  i-  adapted  to  the 
growth  of  cinchona."  The  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

Cboton  Chloral  in  Pertussis. — Dr. 
Wharry,  (Lancet  April  29,  1882)  claims 
that  croton  chloral,  given  in  small,  oft  re- 
peated doses  in  pertussis  has  yielded  very 
good  results  in  his  hands.

The  pi  made  in  pathology  during 

the  last  twenty  years,  must  be  attributed, 
partially  at  Least,  to  the  introduction  of 
Btaining  methods  and  of  mechanical  con- 
trivances, by  which  technical  difficulties 
have  been  Burmounted. 

Methods  and  instruments  employed  in  mi- 
oroscopy  owing  to  continual  improvement, 
have  at  present  almost  attained  perfection. 
An  instrument  which  is  peculiarly  valua- 
ble is  Prof essor  Thomas'  sliding  microtome 
winch  is  a  much  improved  adaptation  of  a 
principle  in  use  for  several  years.  This 
instrument  was  devised  after  the  plan  of 
those  made  by  Rivet,  Leiser,  Long  and 
others. 

Its  value  lies  in  the  longth  of  the  knife, 
and  in  the  construction  and  mathematical 
accuracy  of  the  slides  and  carriages.  Be- 
sides these,  it  possesses  the  advantages  of 
an  exact  micrometer  screw,  and  adjustable 
wide-mouthed  clamps,  admitting  of  inser- 
tion between  the  blades  of  a  quarter  of  an 
eye  encased  in  an  embedding  mass.  This 
last  adjunct  is  of  the  first  importance  to 
those  devoting  special  attention  to  the 
optic  histology  and  pathology.  The  eye 
ball  is  composed  of  almost  all  the  tissues 
found  in  the  body.  Disease  of  any  ocular 
tunic  is  rarely  confined  to  particular  anat- 
omical boundaries,  but  generally  en- 
croaches upon  neighboring  parts;  it  is, 
therefore,  absolutely  necessary  in  examin- 
ing pathological  conditions  to  obtain  sec- 
tions of  the  distinctive  anatomical  struct- 
ure-. It  these  can  be  embodied  in  one 
section,  as  for  instance:  cornea,  iris,  Ion- 
tana's  space,  lens,  ciliary  body,  anterior 
part  of  retina,  choroid  and  sclera,  the 
study  of  the  extent  of  the  morbid  changes 
and  their  relation  to  the  various  tissues  is 
greatly  facilitatcl. 

J  he  tint  question  Professor  Thomas  tried 
to  solve  in  the  construction  of  his  instru- 
ment was  the  determination  how  many 
points  of  a  carriage  sliding  between  two 
planes,  inclined  toward  each  other  at  a 
certain  angle,  must  touch  the  slide  in  order 
to  be  absolutely  exact  in  its  position.  It 
is  practically  impossible  to  construct  planes 
geometrically    exact.     But   that  the  slide 


itself  be  composed  of  geometrically  exact 
planes  is  not  absolutely  necessary  so  long 
as  the  carriage  can  move  everywhere 
smoothly  and  accurately.  On  such  even 
planes,  a  carriage  having  exact,  or  approx- 
imated exact  planes,  slides  usually  with 
great  difficulty  and  does  not  rest  firmly  on 
any  part  of  the  slide.  This  defect  is  rem- 
edied as  soon  as  contact  between  the  car- 
riage and  inclined  slide  is  reduced  to  five 
points.  Through  these  five  points  you  can 
lay  under  all  conditions  two  geometrical 
planes,  which  intersect  at  any  desirable 
angle,  also  two  planes  which  intersect  at 
an  angle  required  by  the  planes  of  the 
slide.  The  points  were  so  selected  that 
lines  projected  from  them  passed  through 
the  centre  of  gravity  of  the  carriage,  as 
well  as  its  adjuncts,  knife  and  object. 

I  cannot  do  better  here  than  quote  from 
Professor  Thomas'*  article  in  order  to  give 
an  estimate  of  the  cutting  qualities  of  this 
instrument.  He  says:  "From  a  welbhard- 
ened  object,  sections  are  obtained  with  a 
surface  area  of  from  three  to  four  cubic 
centimetres  and  a  thickness  of  0.015.  If  you 
are  satisfied  with  sections  of  from  two  to 
three  cubic  centimetres,  the  thickness  may 
be  reduced  to  0.01 0.  Very  often  sections  are 
procured  from  well  hardened  objects  meas- 
uring 0.007  in  thickness,  with  a  surface  ex- 
pansion of  about  one  cubic  centimetre.  Ex- 
ceptional specimens  of  0.005  thickness  are 
cut." 

These  remarks  refer  only  to  compact, 
homogeneous  bodies,  as  the  liver,  lungs, 
kidneys  and  tumors.  In  the  eye,  however, 
we  have  a  totally  different  state  of  affairs. 
Here  are  met  with  various  tunics,  each  of 
which  being  ot  a  different  thickness  and 
consistency,  offers  more  or  less  resistance 
to  the  knife.  I  have,  notwithstanding  these 
drawbacks,  succeeded  in  laying  serial  sec- 
tions of  0.015  thickne-s  through  the  an- 
terior half  of  the  globe.  The  posterior 
half  is  far  less  difficult  to  cut,  sections  of 
from  0.015  to  0.010  are  easily  obtained. 
I  have  made  within  one  hour  as  many  as 
fifty  serial  sections,  none  of  which  exceed- 
ed 0.012  in  thickness,  through  the  posterior 
segment  of  an  nyeball.  The  retina  and 
choroid  have  been  cut  into  sections  as  thin 
as  0.008.  Recently  I  cut  one  hundred  sec- 
tions of  a  melano-sarcomi  in  one  hour,  at 
the  Illinois  Charitable  Eye  and  Ear  In- 
firmary. The  majority  of'  these  sections 
were  only  0.008  inch  thick. 

Large    and   thin    serial    sections    are    a 
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great  desideratum;  in  fact,  a   necessity  in 

the  study  of  the  more  intricate  histologi- 
cal formations.  But  few  persons  acquire 
sufficient  dexterity   to  produce  these  with 

the  razor,  and  even  the  most  expert  must 
resort  to  other  means  in  order  to  strictly 
adhere  to  the  demands  of  modern  scientific 
researchers.  At  the  time  Thomas  devised 
his  microtome  I  was  working  in  the  labor- 
atory of  the  University  Eye  Clinic  of  Hei- 
delberg, and  managed  at  the  expeue 
much  time  and  patience  to  turn  oul  now 
and  then  a  good  specimen.  Wearied  and 
disheartened  at  indifferent  results,  I  de- 
termined to  look  about  for  an  embedding 
mass  capable  of  being  cut  by  the  micro- 
tome without  detriment  to  the  blade. 
That  used  at  the  Clinic  was  too  hard.  I 
at  last  succeeded  in  preparing  a  ma--  at 
Professor  Arnold's  Laboratory,  which 
proved  satisfactory,  which  I  have  ever 
since  used  for  rapid  work,  perferring  a 
modification  of  Calbarla's  mass  for  raw 
material  where  I  desired  to  retain  the  re- 
lation of  the  parts.  The  mass  in  question 
is  composed  of  two  parts  by  weight  of  tal- 
low and  one  part  paraffine.  It  is  treated 
in  the  usual  manner,  allowed  to  harden, 
and  if  not  required  immediately,  placed  in 
alcohol.  The  alcohol  tends  to  make  the 
mass  somewhat  brittle,  while  in  the  act  of 
cutting,  it  is  dissolved  and  loosened  from 
the  specimen,  forming  a  milky  fluid. 
Where  delicate  tissues  are  to  be  embedded 
and  where  it  is  important  to  retain  their 
exact  relations  I  always  employ  a  modifi- 
cation of  a  mass  known  as  Calbarla's  mass, 
first  brought  to  public  notice  by  the  late 
Professor  Calbarla,  of  Heidelberg. 

Calbarla's  mass  is  prepared  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner:  Egg  albumen,  fifteen 
parts;  ten  per  cent,  solution  sodium  car- 
bonate, one  part.  This  is  well  mixed,  and 
the  egg  yolk  added.  The  whole  is  again 
thoroughlv  mixed,  fragments  of  vitelline 
membrane  and  all  foreign  bodies  being  re- 
moved. The  object  to  be  embedded  is 
suspended  in  a  paper  box  by  pins,  or  its 
position  regulated  by  thread  or  pins, 
(passed  through  the  box),  against  which  it 
floats  when  the  Calbarla's  fluid  is  poured 
in  upon  the  specimen.  The  box  is  now 
placed  in  a  small  covered  vessel  which  is 
surrounded  by  alcohol.  This  again  is  put 
upon  a  water*  bath  and  sufficiently  heated 
to  produce  alcohol  vapor.  In  three  or 
four  hours  it  is  hard  enough  to  be  re- 
moved, and  is  then  immersed  in  alcohol 
for  three  or  four  da'*,  s. 


Great  care  and  long  practice  are  required 
to  prepare  this  mass.  In  very  many  in- 
stances it  fails, and  the  specimens  are  irre- 
trievably lost  This  led  Dr.  Thiegi 
Heidelberg,  to  modify  it.  His  labors  had 
such  g 1  results  that  it  may  cow  be  em- 
ployed in  it-  modified  form  by  all  without 
fear  of  mishap  or  destruction  of  material. 
I  have  employed  it  verj  often,  ami  it 
ery  instance  m\  attempt-  were  crowned 
with  success.  I  have  never  known  it  to 
fail  in  a  Bingl  \\  here   ordinary  pre- 

cautions were  observed.  Thiege'a  modi- 
fied Call. aria'-  mass  i-  made  in  the  follow- 
ing  manner:      The  white    ami    yolk  of   the 

-  are  well  mixed  separately,  and  then 
ether  in  a  vessel;  for  ei 
ten  drops  of  glycerine  are  added.  The 
whole  is  well  stirred,  care  being  taken  not 
to  produce  air  bubbles,  and  -trained 
through  a  soft  piece  of  flannel.  The  box, 
containing  the  specimen  and  fluid  mas 
placed  up-  n  a  tripod  standing  in 
beaker.  The  alcohol  contained  in  the  ves- 
sel should  not  reach  the  box;  the  object 
being  to  coagulate  the  mass  as  gradually 
and  equally  as  possible.  This  result  is  at- 
tained by  exposing  the  ma--  to  alcoholic 
vapors  which  pass  off  slowly  when  the 
water  bath  is  gradually  heated  after  the 
covered  vessel  is  placed  upon  it.  The 
mass  acquires  the  color  of  custard  and  al- 
ways remains  adherent  to  the  section-, 
thereby  retaining  the  natural  relation  of 
parts  and  facilitating  the  transportation 
and  subsequent  treatment  of  the  cut-.

Among  the  questions  which  have  of  late 
agitated  the  psediatrists  has  been  that  of 
it  foods.  Dr.  E.  S.  Cutter  wrote  an 
extended  article  in  which  lie  described  the 
Its  of  a  microscopical  examination  of 
various  funds.  As  a  test  of  the  food  value 
of  anything,  such  examination  was  of 
course  an  absurdity,  most  of  these  foods 
having  been  subjected  to  processes  which 
destroyed  any  characteristic  sufficient  for 
a  microscopical  diagnosis  of  their  food 
value.  Dr.  A.  R.  Leeds,  in  a  recent  letter 
to  the  New  Fork  Times,  Bays  that  the  re- 
sults of  Dr.  Cutter  are  relatively  valueless, 
and  then  contrasts  the  result  of  his 
(Leeds')  analyses. 

Fine  granulated  wheat  is  said  by  Dr. 
Cutter  to  "contain  no  gluten":  Analysis 
show-  it  to  contain  13.62  per  cent,  of  al- 
buminoids, chiefly  gluten.  Franklin  flour: 
Highly  extolled  by  Dr.  Cutter.  "A  bles- 
sing to  mankind."  It  contains  8.55  per 
cent,  of  albuminoids,  chiefly  gluten,  to- 
gether with  a  very  large  proportion  of  cel- 
lulose or  finely  ground  bran.  It  is  greatly 
lacking  in  nutritive  elements.  Cold  blast 
flour:  Said  by  Dr.  Cutter  to  "contain  no 
gluten."  It  contains  1  < *, . 7 4  per  cent,  of 
albuminoids,  chiefly  gluten,  and  is  very 
rich  in  nutritive  elements. 

Arlington  wheat  meal,  said  by  Dr.  Cut- 
ter to  l»e  "rich  in  gluten  and  all  the  ele- 
ments of  cut  in-  wheat,"  I  have  found  no 
it  flour  as  poor  in  albuminoids  as  This. 
One  sample  contained  7.79  percent.;  an- 
other 7.09  per  cent,  gluten.  In  one  in- 
stance the  product  is  unsparingly  de- 
nounced. I  lis  microscope  finds  "no  gluten 
cell-."  He  declares  that  "it  cannot  be  dis- 
tinguished from  common  Hour."  I  have 
analyzed  many  samples,  procured  at  differ- 
ent dates,  and  by  different  persons,  and 
find  it  to  contain  not  less  than  23.18  per 
cent,  of  albuminoids,  chiefly  gluten.  It 
proves  to  be  1.20  per  cent,  richer  than  the 
purest  glutens  manufactured  in  Europe.  It 
is  readily  distinguished  from  common 
flour  by  its  color  and  all  other  physical 
characteristics.     Barley  flour,   said  by  Dr. 


("utter  to  "contain  no  gluten":  It  proves 
to  be  unusually  rich  in  albuminoids,  con- 
taining 13.83  per  cent.  Patapsco  Hour, 
said  by  Dr.  Cutter  to  "contain  no  gluten": 
It  contains  8.04  per  cent,  of  albuminoids, 
chiefly  gluten.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  chem- 
ical analyses  of  a  large  number  of  the 
prepared  foods  which  he  claims  to  have 
"analy/.ed"  with  the  microscope,  whatev- 
er that  may  mean,  invariably  prove  the 
fallacy  of  his  conclusions. 

It  is  the  old  story  of  placing  too  much 
reliance  on  one  means  of  testing  any- 
thing. 

In  ordinary  conversation  the  medical 
societies  of  New  York  are  divided  into 
two  great  classes,  "dirty"  and  "clean." 
The  "dirty"  are  those  who  make  a  prac- 
tice of  exhibiting  pathological  specimens; 
the  "clean'"  are  those  at  whose  meetings 
such  specimens  are  remarkable  for  their 
absence.  Prominent  among  the  "dirty" 
societies  is  the  New  York  Pathological 
Society. 

Few  of  its  meetings  are  unmarked  by 
the  presentation  of  rare  cases.  At  one  of 
its  most  recent  meetings  Dr.  Janeway  ex- 
hibited a  lung  which  was  the  seat  of  fibri- 
nous bronchitis  and  grangrene  abscess. 
The  patient  for  many  weeks  prior  to  com- 
ing under  operation  had  presented  no  very 
marked  syptoms,  but  had  complained  of 
not  being  well.  Typhus  fever  was  sus- 
pected on  his  admission  to  Bellevue  Hos- 
pital. There  was  incomplete  consolida- 
tion of  the  lower  lobe  of  the  right  lung; 
bronchitis  was  present  also  in  the 
left.  There  was  no  expectoration.  The 
patient's  pupils  were  contracted;  the 
tongue  was  brown  in  the  centre  and  trem- 
ulous. He  was  very  stupid.  His  mental 
condition  varied  from  coma  vigil  to  mut- 
tering delirium  with  intervals  of  relative 
clearness.  He  died  five  days  after  admis- 
sion. On  autopsy  was  found:  bronchitis 
throughout  the  right  lung;  circumscribed 
pleuritic  adhesions  over  that  lung  which 
contained  purulent  fluid.  On  section  of 
the  right  lung  fibrinous  plugs  were  found 
in  many  of  the  bronchi;  there  was  throm- 
bosis  of  the  pulmonary  artery.  There 
were  also  abscesses;  in  some  instances 
surrounded  by  grangrene  lung  tissue. 

The  localized  empyema  might  or  might 
not  have  been  detected  by  aspiration.  Dr. 
Ridley  in  the  discussion  of  this  case  said 
that  in  his  experience  it  had  often 
happened  that  though  the  chest  was 
full  of  fluid  he  had  been  unable  to  ob- 
tain   it,  at  first  by  aspiration.     This  was 
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evidently  due  to  the  existence  of  cheesy 
material  in  the  fluid  whioh  Btopped  up  the 
needle. 

Dr.  .).  A.  Wyeth  presented  specimens  of 

results  from  the  use  of  broad  animal  liga- 
tures. These  were  the  carotid  arteries  of 
a  woman,  greyhound  and  horse  which  had 
been  tigated  with  oarbolized  nerves  from  a 
calf.  Specimens  of  Barwell's  ox-aorta 
itures,  whioh  had  been  used  by  Dr. 
Wyeth  in  tying  the  subclavian  ancf  carotid 
arteries  were  also  shown  to  the  society. 

The  carotid  hud  been  tied  in  the  case  of 
the  woman  first  mentioned  to  relieve  the 
intense  pain  from,  and  arrest  the  progress 
of  a  malignant  growth  which  had  des- 
troyed the  right  eye.  The  ligatures  used 
was  the  sciatic  nerve  of  a  six-weeks-old 
calf;  steeped  in  a  5  per  cent  carbolic  acid 
solution  for  twenty-four  hours  before  the 
operation.  The  operation  was  successful, 
but  the  patient  died  seven  months  after. 
The  artery  was  completely  occluded  an 
almost  imperceptible  depression  was  the 
only  trace  left  of  the  ligature.  Similar  re- 
Bults  were  obtained  from  the  use  of  the  ox- 
aorta  ligature  in  sub-clavian  aneurism. 
The  carotid  of  the  dog  tied  with  the  nerve- 
ligature  was  completely  occluded,  and  all 
traces  of  the  ligature  had  disappeared. 
Owing  to  amesthetic  not  being  used  on 
the  horse  the  results  were  not  so  satisfac- 
tory, but  the  nerve-ligature  had  disap- 
peared. The  nerve-ligature  was,  in  Dr. 
Wyeth's  opinion,  the  best  ligature.  After 
some  further  general  business  the  society 
adjourned.

Lansing,  July  20,  1882. 
The  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  was  held  July  11, 
at  the  office  of  the  board  in  Lansing,  the 
following  members  being  present:  Leroy 
Parker,  of  Flint,  president ;  Rev.  D.  C. 
Jacokes,  Pontiac  ;  Drs.  Henry  F.  Lyster, 
Detroit;  J.  II.  Kellogg,  Battle  Creek; 
John  Avery,  (Greenville,  and  Henry  1!. 
Baker,  of  Lansing,  secretary.  Mr.  Parker 
presented  an  account  of  an  outbreak  of 
small-pox,  from  which,  and  a  report  made 
by  Dr.  Lyster,  who  had  visited  the  case  at 
Flint,  it  was  determined  that  the  first  case 
was  of  a  woman  aged  about  fifty-five 
years,  who  traced  her  exposure  to  no  other 
source  than  a  peddler,  supposed  to  have 
come  from  Canada,  who  had  called  at  her 
house.  Three  weeks  after  the  woman  was 
taken  sick  the  daughter  came  down  with 
the  disease,  and  in  three  weeks  more  a 
boy,  exposed   by  the  daughter,  was  taken 
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sick.  This  case  wa-  diagnosed  as  chicken- 
pox.  The  health  officer  diagnosed  the 
case  as  small-pox,  but  met  with  violenl 
opposition  when  he  attempted  to  quaran- 
tine the  family.  Other  oasea  appeared, 
called  ohicken-pox  by  some  and  small-poa 
by  others.  Finally  two  physicians  of  De- 
troit  went  to  Flint,  and  assured  the  citi- 
zens that  the  disease  was  small-pox,  justi- 
fying  the  action  of  the  health  officer,  who 
iv  qow  seconded  in  his  efforts  t«>  restrict 
the  disease.  There  are  some  fifteen  cases 
of  small-pox,  ami  they  are  largely  due  to 
the  wilfulness  of  persons  in  trying  to 
maintain  that  tin-  disease  was  not  small- 
pox, against  the  views  of  the  health  officer. 

Dr.  Kellogg  reported  as  a  member  of 
the  joint  committee  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  State  Board  of  Charities,  rela- 
tive to  the  plans  for  a  dormitory  and 
school  at  the  Reform  school,  detailing  the 
changes  advised  in  the  plans  to  make  the 
building  more  perfect  in  a  sanitary  way. 
Dr.  Averv,  as  a  member  of  the  joint  com- 
mittee from  the  same  boards  to  visit  the 
reformatory  at  Ionia,  reported  that  the 
warden  assured  the  committee  that  the 
changes  they  had  advised  in  the  shops 
now  under  construction  at  that  institution 
would  be  carried  out. 

The  secretary  presented  a  detailed  re- 
port of  the  work  performed  in  the  office 
during  the  last  quarter,  as  follows:  Much 
correspondence  and  hard  work  in  starting 
the  immigrant  inspection  service,  which  is 
now  yielding  valuable  information  as  well 
as  aiding  in  preventing  the  spread  of  dis- 
eases. The  inspectors  at  Port  Huron  and 
Detroit  now  make  weekly  reports  to  this 
board.  Three  cases  of  small-pox  have 
been  found  on  trains  at  Port  Huron,  and 
many  cases  of  measles  have  been  found 
on  trains  between  Port  Huron  and  De- 
troit. 

The  various  small  documents  printed  by 
the  board,  for  the  prevention  and  restric- 
tion of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  etc.,  and 
instructions  as  to  the  work  of  health  offi- 
cers in  the  restriction  and  prevention  of 
various  diseases,  have  been  distributed  to 
health  officers  throughoul  the  State  ami  a 
greal  many  others,  including  masters  and 
secretaries  and  lecturers  of  Michigan 
granges  to  the  number  of  eighl  hundred 
ami  forty.  These  are  sent  in  the  hope 
that  they  will  bring  the  subject  before 
their  organizations,  and  thus  aid  in  dis- 
seminating information. 
The       returns     of      the       names        of 


one  thousand  and  twenty-five  health 
officers  in  Michigan  have  been  re- 
ceived, examined,  and  entered  on  the  list, 
and  a  second  demand  sent  for  returns  to 
such  places  as  are  yet  dilatory.  Corres- 
pondence has  been  larger  than  usual  on 
account  of  some  new  work  in  regard  to 
immigrant  inspection,  etc.  A  letter  was 
read  from  the  manufacturers  of  a  nursing 
bottle  which  had  been  criticized  by  this 
board  a"s  poisonous,  having  a  lead  sinker 
attached  to  the  rubber  tube,  stating  that 
the  objectionable  feature  would  not  here- 
after be  manufactured  by  them.  They 
have  substituted  a  glass  sinker. 

CONTAGIOUS   DISEASl.s. 

A  letter  was  received  from  J.  Heitmann, 
health  officer  at  Jamestown,  Ottawa  Coun- 
ty, stating  that  scarlet  fever  was  intro- 
duced into  that  township  by  immigrants 
from  Holland,  and  eight  deaths  had  oc- 
curred. The  secretary  mentioned  a  report 
that  scarlet  fever  was  communicated  to  a 
cashier  in  a  bank  at  Sault  St.  Marie  by 
money  received  from  emigrants  passing 
through  there.  Dr.  Lyster  reported  an 
outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  the  upper  pen- 
insula, the  disease  having  been  brought  in 
by  immigrants.  A  resume  of  the  work  of 
other  state  boards  of  health  was  read  by 
the  secretary.  An  invitation  for  a  sani- 
tary convention  at  Reed  City,  signed  by 
the  editors,  ministers  and  doctors  of  the 
place,  was  accepted  conditionally.  The 
time  for  the  convention  was  fixed  about 
the  last  of  November.  The  board  also 
voted  to  accept  an  invitation  and  hold  a 
sanitary  convention  at  Pontiac  in  January. 

NATIONAL    BOARD    OF    HEALTH. 

The  danger  to  public  health  interests, 
caused  by  insufficient  appropriations  for 
the  National  Board  of  Health,  was  con- 
sidered, and  telegrams  expressive  of  the 
apprehensions  of  this  board  in  case  the 
work  of  the  National  Board  of  Health  was 
crippled  were  sent  to  Michigan  senators, 
and  the  President  and  Secretary  directed 
to  forward  a  memorial  to  Congress  on  the 
subject. 

Dr.  Lyster  introduced  a  preamble  and 
resolution  which  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  It  is  essential  to  the  health 
and  well-being  of  the  people  of  the  com- 
monwealth that  all  articles  of  food  offered 
for  sale  should  he  free  from  adulteration; 
Resolved,  Thai  this  board  have  such  an- 
alysis and  reports  made,  by  experienced 
chemists,  on  such  articles  of  food  as  may 
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be  submitted   to   them   by   the  officers  of 
this  board,  and  that    Buch   Bum  of  money 
as  may   be   required,  not    exoeedir 
for  the  year  1882.  be  devoted  to  the  m 
sary  expense  of  Buch  analysis." 

Dr.  Baker  offered  the  following,  which 
was  adopted:  'Thai  the  secretary  be  au- 
thorized to  have  analysis  made  of  tissues, 
Becretions,  and  excretions  of  the  human 
body,  to  aid  in  determining  the  causes  of 
certain  diseases,  at  an  expense  not  exceed- 
ing$100."  Dr.  Lyster,  special  committee 
to  report  on  the  present  knowledge  re- 
specting the  cansc  and  prevention  of  ty- 
phoid fever,  read  the  introduction  to  a  pa- 
per on  this  Bubject,  which  was  accepted 
with  thanks,  and  he  was  requested  to  com- 
plete the  paper  for  publication  in  the  re- 
port. 

The  examination  of  candidates  in  sani- 
tary science  was  postponed  until  the  Octo- 
ber meeting  of  the  board,  winch  will  oc- 
cur October  10. 


SCHUYLKILL   WATER. 

Philadelphia,  July  29,  1882. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Health   recently  presented  to  the  main 
body    a   report  on    the   impurities  in  the 
Schuylkill  River,  which  occasioned  some 
alarm  about  a  week  or  two  ago.     Examin- 
ations and  analyses  made  by  Drs.  Taylor 
and  Cresson    trace  the   trouble   to  an  unu- 
sual chemical  condition  of  the  river  water. 
The  water  was  of  a  singular  Line  color,  with 
an  appearance  of  soap-suds,  and   the  sur- 
face    was    covered    with  dead  fish.     Tins 
condition  was  caused  by  a  superabundance 
of  sulphuric  acid  from   the  coal  mines  of 
Schuylkill   County.       This  is  poured  into 
the  river  at  all  times. hut  is  usually  neutral- 
ized by   lime  water  from   the   Maiden  and 
Tulpebocken    Creeks    near    Reading,   the 
union  of  the   streams   forming  sulphate  of 
lime,  which  is  precipitated   upon  the  bot- 
tom.      Heavy  rain-  in  the  upper  regions 
brought  down  so  large   a  quantity  of  the 
sulphuric  acid  laden  water  that  a  chemical 
union  was  not  effected    with  the  limestone 
water  until    the   two    had  flowed   several 
miles    past    Reading  and   into   the  part   of 
the  stream   inhabited   by   fishes,  which  are 
very  rare  above  Reading.     The  precipitat- 
ed sulphate  of  lime  carried  down  with  it 
to  the  bend  of  tip/  stream  the  organic  mat- 
ter  floating   in  the   water,  and   as    the  fish 
sought  thi-  for   food  the  sulphate  stuck  to 
their  gills,  producing  mechanically  death 
by  suffocation. 


The  water,  it  is   reported,  purified  itself, 

so  tar  a-  this  trouble  was  concerned,  be- 
fore reaching  this  city,  and  ha-  resumed 
its  normal  condition  all  along  the  river, 

hut    the  rep  'l"    add-,  tin-    BOUTCeS  of   a  dan- 

gerous  pollution  of  the  water  supply  lie 
nearer  the  city  and  are  more  immediately 
iiinler  its  control.      It  is  the  contaminating 

of  the  water  by  the  discharge  of  -<w 

into  the  river  in  and  near  the  city,  which 
should  cause  the    greatesl  apprehension  of 

danger  to  the  health  of  the  community. 
To  the  danger  of  permitting  sewers  and 

mill  drainage  to  discharge  into  the  water 
supply  within  the  city  limits  attention  has 
been  repeatedly  called,  and  many  cas<  -  of 
typhus  and  other  fevers  have  been  traced 
t<>  the  impure  condition  of  the  water 
which  i-  aggravated  by  the  want  of  ade- 
quate settling  hasins,  hut  all  efforts  to 
remedy  the  evil  have  failed,  and  it  was 
only  by  the  vigorous  protests  ()f  tin-  news- 
papers that  the  Water  Department  was 
prevented  recently  from  dredging  up  a 
mass  of  filth,  principally  deposited  from 
sewers,  near  the  water-works  and  dumping 
it  again  imo  the  stream  a  mile  above.  It 
is  the  knowledge  of  such  a  state  of  affairs 
emphasized  by  the  turbid  appearance  of 
the  hydrant  water  after  every  heavy  rain 
that  makes  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  sen- 
sitive to  reports  of  fresh  impurities  in  the 
Schuylkill. 

Dr.  Pepper,  at  a  clinic  recently  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  called  atten- 
tion to  the  phenomenon  known  as  night 
terrors  in  children.  The  patient  presented 
was  a  boy  three  years  old,  of  healthy  pa- 
rentage, dentition  and  development  rather 
slow.  The  teeth  were  peculiar  in  shape. 
There  was  no  evidence  of  rachitis.  The 
child  had  recently  had  cholera  infantum. 
The  child  about  a  week  previous  had  dis- 
played Borne  water  disturbance  and  was 
temporarily  unconscious.  Soon  after  one 
of  these  attacks  the  child  called  out  "see 
there,  3ee  there,"  and  displayed  evidence 
of  great  fear.  II«'  also  displays  similar 
fears  not  attended  with  loss  of  conscious- 
ness during  the  'lay  time  Dr.  Pepper 
was  ,,f  opinion  that  these  attack-  were 
analogous  to  epilepsy,  and  were  due  to  an 
over  sensitive  nervous  Bystem  acted  on  by 
centric  and  eccentric  causes.  The  treat- 
ment should  consisl  in  careful  dieting,  the 
of  the  bromides  and  oxide  of  silver  if 
should  la-  persistent  gastric  irrita- 
tion. Another  case  presented  at  the  same 
clinic  was  that  of  a  man  presenting  symp- 
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toma  of  renal  calculus.  The  measures 
proposed  by  Dr.  Pepper  were  regulation 
of  diet,  the  use  of  remedies  to  modify  the 
character  of  the  urine,  and  rest.  Milk 
diet  was  the  best  for  these  patients. 
Nephrectomy  was  indicated  in  these  eases. 

DEATH  FROM   CHLOROFORM. 
Charleston,  S.  C,  July  25,  1  SSI. 

The  Medical  Society  of  South  Carolina, 
at  a  special  meeting  held  in  Charleston, 
July  12,  appointed  Drs.  J.  Ford  Prioleau, 
F.  L  Parker,  and  Manning  Simons,  a^  a 
committee  to  frame  resolutions  expressing 
the  views  of  the  society  as  to  the  profes- 
sional conduct  of  Dr.  R.  A.  Kinlock,  in 
the  case  of  a  lady  who  died  June  21, 
while  under  the  influence  of  chloroform, 
administered  by  Dr.  Kinlock,  preliminary 
to  a  surgical  operation.  In  the  reports 
which  gained  currency  and  found  their 
way  into  the  newspapers,  it  was  stated 
that  the  death  was  owing  to  the  "careless 
use"'  of  the  chloroform.  The  committee 
of  the  Medical  Society  made  a  report  in 
the  matter  on  the  16  inst.,  and  which  they 

.  that,  while  it  is  true  that  the  patient 
died  of  "chloroform  narcosis,"  this  was 
-imply  one  of  the  calamities  of  surgery 
that  could  not  have  been  forseen  or  pre- 
vented. And  the  agent  was,  we  have 
reason  to  believe,  given  in  the  most  ap- 
proved and  careful  method,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  witnesses,  and  probably  proved 
fatal  because  of  some  peculiar  condition 
of  the  patient's  nervous  system  which 
amounted  to  an  idiosyncrasy.  The  records 
of  medicine  and  surgery  show  many 
such  cases.  The  operation  was  a  justifiable 
and  necessary  one.  At  least  two  assistants 
were  necessary,  and  these  assistants  were 
engaged  by  Dr.  Kinlock  with  the  distinct 
approval  of  the  patient,  the  only  stipula- 
tion heintr  that  she  should  be  made  uncon- 
scions  by  chloroform  before  they  were  in- 
troduced. Dr.  Kinlock,  in  administering 
the  chloroform  simply  in  the  presence  of 
two  female  attendants,  carried  out  his 
promise  to  the  patient." 

Dr.  Kinlock,  they  further  add,  admitted 
his  reported  concealmenl  of  the  cause  of 
death,  and  assumed  the  entire  responsibility 
therefor.  The  patient's  sister  and  husband 
were  first  informed,  and  as  soon  as  applied 
for,  the  certificate  of  death  from  chloroform 
narcosis  was  given  to  the  family  to  be 
forwarded  the  city  register  for  permission 
to  bury.  The  report  of  the  committee 
was  adopted  unanimously,  as  was  also  some 


resolutions,  one  of  which  expresses  the 
society's  opinion  that  "the  death  of  the 
patient  from  chloroform  was  not  caused 
by  imprudence  or  carelessness  in  the  use 
oi'  the  agent,  but  from  the  fatal  properties 
of  that  drug,  which  at  times  will  manifest 
themselves  in  persons  of  peculiar  temper- 
ament or  constitution."

The  following  is  a  specimen  of  Corkhill's 
legal  acumen:

His 
interpretation  July  7  is  as  follows:  "Office 
of  the  Attorney  of  the  United  States,  for 
the  District  of  Columbia,  City  of  Wash- 
ington, July  7,  1882.  Dr.  Z.  T.  Sowers 
and  Dr.  J.  F.  Hartigan.  Gentlemen:  In 
reference  to  what  appears  to  me  to  be  an 
unjustifiable  and  unseemly  contest  about 
the  autopsy  of  the  body  of  the  assassin  of 
President  Garfield  I  desire  to  say  that  I 
notice  what  claims  to  be  an  official  report 
signed  by  Dr.  D.  S.  Lamb,  as  published 
this  morning.  In  order  that  there  mav  be 
no  misunderstanding  with  regard  to  your 
position  I  desire  to  say  positively  that  Dr. 
Land)  had  no  authority  to  take  charge  and 
assume  control  of  this  report.  Second. 
By  a  positive  agreement  made  between 
Dr.  Hicks  ami  myself  the  night  previous 
to  the  execution,  the  report  [sic]  and  cus- 
tody of  the  brain  was  to  be  under  your 
joint  charge,  and  Dr.  Lamb  had  no  au- 
thority superior  to  either  of  you.  Third. 
I  think  it  your  duty  to  your  profession  to 
make  such  a  report  as  your  own  observa- 
tion and  knowledge  of  the  case  authorize 
you  to  make,  and  certainly  your  duty,  as 
you  were  specially  chosen  for  that  pur- 
pose. I  make  this  statement  in  order  that 
there  shall  be  no  question   as  to  your  posi- 
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tion.  George  B.  Corkhill,  V.  S.  District 
Attorney,  I>.  C.  Colonel  Corkhill  assumed 
to  act  officially  in  this  matter.  Where  did 
he  get  his  authority?  All  of  which  ie  re- 
spectfully referred  to  the  legal  an<l  medi- 
cal professions.

The  Illinois  State  Board  of  Eealth   has 
been   the  most   successful  of    any  of  the 

State    B< 'ai'l-.     This   has   been    the    i 
particularly    in  its   regulation  of  the  prac- 
tice.    It  is  an  easy  thing  to  draw  up  a  law, 
but    to  Becure    its   enactment    is  difficult, 

especially  when  it  clashes  with  long  stand- 
ing aim-  The  proposals  that  are  made 
from  time  to  time  in  the  medical  societies 
show  thai  many  physicians  entertain  that 
law-making  is  all  that  is  necessary.  The 
idea  of  the  possibility  of  making  men 
good  by  law  is  altogether  too  prevalent  in 
the  medical  profession.  The  law  of  Illi- 
nois has  diminised  very  markedly  the 
number  of  unqualified  practitioners,  and 
the  gradual  raising  of  the  requirements 
for  medical  practice  will  greatly  tend 
to  exert  an  indirect  influence  on  the  medi- 
cal colleges.  The  status  of  the  irregular 
practitioners  has  been  so  much  raised  that 
they  have  expelled  members  from  their 
societies  for  advertising  and  for  lack  of 
an  English  education.  The  wonderful 
specimen  of  a  medical  paper,  which  was 
abstracted  in  the  Review  as  an  illustra- 
tion of  how  bad  English  a  member  of  a 
learned  profession  might  write,  led  to  its 
author's  expulsion  from  the  eclectic  socie- 
ty. This  shows  a  great  advance  on  the 
time  when  an  irregular,  no  matter  how  ig- 
norant, was  defended  against  the  regular 
profession.  Anything  which  tends  to 
make  the  irregulars  better  educated  should, 
according  to  the  popular  ideas  on  the  sub- 
ject, improve  them.  That  in  countries 
where  irregular  systems  are  tolerated  but 
compelled  to  have  a  good  education,  irreg- 
ular systems  of  medicine  are  dying  out. 
The  policy  of  the  State  Board  has  tended 
strongly  in  the  same  direction.  That  for 
which  the  Board,  especially  its  secretary, 
particularly  deserves  credit  is  the  tact  with 
■which  it  has  acted,  converting  the  irregu- 
lar practitioners  into  aids,  and  with  which 
it  has  utilized  Anthony  Comstock  in  driv- 
ing from  the  State  or  sending  to  prison 
notorious  quacks,  exempt  from  prosecution 
by  the  ten  year  clause.  The  result  of  the 
Hoard's  work  merit  commendation  and  not 
the  covert  sneers  with  which  they  are  at- 
tacked in  medical  societies  by  ultra  ortho- 
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dox  adherents  of  the   antiquated  code  of 
ethics. 


The  Experimental  Method  in  Medical 
Scten<  i:.  By  John  C.  Dalton,  M.  D., 
New  York.  New  York  :  G.  Putnam  & 
Son,  1882.     W.  F.  Keener,  Chicago. 

This  is  the  second  course  of  Cartwright 
lectures  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the 

College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
New  Y<>rk.  These  Lectures  have  already 
appeared  in  abstract  in  the  New  York  let- 
ter of  the  Review.  They  are  chiefly  his- 
torieal  and  deal  with  the  physiological  re- 
sults of  (lalvani,  Buffon,  .Bonnet  and  Sir 
Charles  BelL  As  an  answer  to  the  argu- 
ments of  the  anti-vivisectionists  they  are 
of  great  value,  but  there  is  exhibited  in 
them  too  great  a  tendency  to  decry  ana- 
tomical methods  of  research.  Physiology 
Owes  more  to  Meynert  and  Ileehsey  than 
to  Ferrier,  although  the  work  of  the  for- 
mer was  chiefly  anatomical.  Many  errors 
ot  the  physiologists  have  been  corrected 
by  the  anatomists.  Sir  Charles  Bell,  there- 
fore, in  attempting  to  judge  of  physiologi- 
cal results  by  anatomy,  was  on  the  right 
track  and  deserves  praise  and  not  the 
blame  which  is  hinted  by  Dr.  Dalton.  The 
book  will  repay  perusal.

This  is  certainly  the  most  valuable  of 
of   the  treatieses  on  dermatology.      It  has 
been  a  great   favorite  as    is    shown  by  the 
fact  that  it  has  reached  its  third  edition  in 
about   six  years.     This  edition   has  been 
brought   thoroughly    up   to    date,    and   to 
some  extent  has   been    rewritten  from  the 
edition  of  last  year. 


Philosophy  of  Chime  and  Insanity.    By 
II.    [Toward,   M.   D.,  Montreal,  Canada. 

Montreal:  Dawson  &  Co.,  1882. 

This  is  a  well-timed  protest  againsl 
certain  pernicious  errors  which  are 
jusl  now  too  prevalent  in  foren- 
sic psychiatry.  The  author  does  not 
believe  in  but  strongly  denounces  the 
theory  that  the  insane  are  totally  irre- 
sponsible. He  admits,  as  every  thinking 
alienisl  must  admit,  that  there  is  such  a 
thing  as  partial  punishability  of  the  insane, 
but  that  the  legal  penalties  for  crime  cer- 
tainly do  not  come  under  this  head.     He 


is  a  believer  in  the  doctrine,  held  by  au- 
thorities like  Spitzka  in  the  United  States, 
Meynert  in  Austria,  Krafft-Ebing  in 
France,  that  insanity  may  be  the  result  of 
teratological  defect;  such  insanity  being, 
in  the  strict  sense  of  the  term,  imbecility. 
He  is,  therefore,  not  an  adherent  of 
the  absurd  ohange  of -character  school 
which  made  itself  so  prominent  in  the 
Guiteau  trial.  He  takes  the  advanced 
ground  with  Kriipein,  Laccassague,  Ferri, 
and  others,  that  certain  criminals  are 
criminals  by  virtue  of  their  physical  organ- 
ization. The  author  is  very  fervent  in  his 
assertions  respecting  the  somatic  nature  of 
insanity.  These  assertions  must  read 
somewhat  strangely  even  to  such  an  un- 
progressive  individual  as  the  average 
insane  asylum  superintendent.  In  Canada, 
however,  medicine  and  the  other  sciences 
are  largely  in  theological  fetters  and  it 
requires  not  a  little  courage  to  differ  with 
one's  confreres,  especially  in  a  country 
where,  and  on  a  view  of  the  subject  in 
which  public  opinion  so  strongly  supports 
them.  In  his  desire  to  establish  this 
doctrine  he  leans  too  much  to  the  opposite 
extreme,  and  makes  statements  that  seem 
a  little  too  positive  respecting  the  temper- 
ature in  the  chronic  insane.  These  state- 
ments, however,  show  the  author  to  be  a 
good  clinical  observer.  In  his  examination 
of  the  question  of  epileptic  insanity  he 
adopts  the  view  of  Falret,  Samt,  and 
Spitzka.  The  book  contains  illustrations 
of  the  brains  of  two  criminals,  the  descrip- 
tion of  which  is  based  on  the  views  of 
Benedikt.  The  book  will  well  repay  pur- 
chase and  perusal.  It  presents  a  good  ap- 
pearance typographically. 


The  Physician  Himself  and  what  he 
should  add  to  the  Strictly  Scientific.  By 
D.  \V.  Cottrell,  M.  D.,  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land.    Cushings  and  Bailey,  1882. 

This  book  is  professedly  written  for  the 
guidance  of  the  younger  practitioner  in 
what  may  be  called  the  minor  morals  of 
the  profession.  It  is,  however,  rather  an 
attempt  to  teach  the  physician  the  art  of 
money-getting.  To  the  almighty  dollar 
everything  is  subservient,  and  each  little 
manoeuvre  herein  detailed  is  to  be  prac- 
ticed because  of  the  beneficial  pecuniary 
results  which  are  to  follow  therefrom. 
There  is  a  prodigious  amount  of  medical 
orthodox  in  the  book;  the  danger  of  throw- 
ing practice  into  the  hands  of  the  homce- 
opatnists  is  held  up  as  a  bugbear  of  the 
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greatest  magnitude,  and  with  this  is  exhib- 
ited much  skill  in  the  use  of  vulgar  terms. 
The  book  teaches  loose  morality,  sai  >rs  of 
bad  taste,  and  gives  to  the  reader  a  very 
low  idea  of  what  it  is  to  be  ;i  physician. 
As  specimen  paragraphs  the  following  are 
quoted  from  page  '■'_': 

"Whenever  dismissed  from  a  case  con- 
sider attentively  the  combination  that  con- 
spired, and  how  yon  might  have  averted, 
that  you  may  gain  additional  familiarity 
with  the  art  of  managing  and  retaining 
patients." 

"When  danger  of  rapid  or  sudden  death 
is  imminent,  beware  of  ordering  medicines 
that  might  be  charged  with  killing.  It  is 
even  occasionally  wise  to  order  the  medi- 
cine under  its  simple  name,  so  that  its  na- 
ture being  understood,  you  do  not  risk 
being  charged  with  poisoning." 

On  the  supposition  that  the  physician 
may  sometimes  be  an  idler,  he  is  recom- 
mended, on  page  L2,  to  spend  Ins  time  at 
the  drug  stores,  -instead  of  lounging 
around  club  rooms,  billiard  parlors,  barber 
shops,  etc." 

The  following,  although  in  a  measure 
true,  does  not  come  from  a  very  high 
standard  of  ethics: 

"Do  not  induce  young  men  to  study 
medicine,  as  there  are  already  three  doctors 
where  one  is  required.  Besides,  their  suc- 
cess or  failure  may  work  an  injury  to 
yourself.  It  is  not  usually  either  profitable 
or  advisable  to  take  office  students;  they 
are  necessarily  in  your  way  and  divert  your 
mind  from  other  duties;  but  if  you  should 
do  so,  charge  them  for  the  privilege  not 
less  than  the  usual  fee  of  one  hundred 
dollars  per  annum." 

The  book  is  in  the  interest  of  the  pro- 
fession as  against  that  of  the  public,  and 
seems  based  upon  the  erroneous  notion 
that  the  interests  of  the  two  are  often  an- 
tagonist.
